WHAT A PACK OF HOUNDS EATS. 


Tue expenses of a pack of hounds naturally depend 
upon the number Gl dave per wéek that the master 
hunts, and the number of hounds that it is therefore 
necessary to keep. In the minton kennels there 
are, as a rule, about seventy-five ponpias, and 
provide eighteen and a half or twent; omg ee five days 
a week, For a pack which hunts four days a week 
fifty-two couples will suffice. The two-days-a-week 
man will be well found with trenty-sight couples. 
The annual rationing of seventy-five couples includes 
about eid tons of oatmeal, three tons of dog-biscuits, 
and a hundred and fifty horses. 

Great care should be taken in selecting the meal. It 
should be bought before the new oats are harvested. 
Once placed in the meal-room, it must not be moved, 
or it will ferment. If it be possible to obtain 
navy-biscuita, nothing is better. Some makers are 

ly careless, and their articles have a dele- 
terious effect on the hounds, A two-days-a-week pack 
will consume about thirteen tons of oatmeal, one ton 
of dog-biscuits, and horses. 

Prices vary. Oatmea, from £10 to £18 per 
ton; biscuit is about £13 per ton; and horses may

There are about 6,000 stars visible to an ordinarily 
strong eye without any aid from a telescope. Of these 
however, we can never see more than a fraction at any 
one time because a half of the sky is always below 
the horizon. If we could seea star at or near the 
horizon as easily as in the zénith, a half of the whole 
number or 3,000 would be visible on any clear night.

A WONDERFUL RUNNER. 


THE most remarkable feats of ianism ever 
accomplished are recorded in the exploite of Ernest 
Mensen, a Norwegian sailor in the present century. 
Mensen first attracted attention by running from 
London to Portsmouth in nine hours, and soon after- 
beckon he ran from London to Liverpool in thirty-two 


ra. 

Having distinguished himself at the battle of 
Navarino in 1827, he left the navy, and became a pro- 
fessional runner. After winning a number of matatiod: 
he undertook the feat of running from Pafis to Moscow. 
Starting from the Place Vendéme at four o'clock in th 
afternoon, on June 11th, 1831, he entered the Kremlin 
at ten o'clock a.m. on June 25th, having accomplished 
the distance of 1,760 miles in thirteen i Rese and eigh- 
teen hours. : 

The employment of Mensen as a courier-extraordi- 
nary soon became a popular amusement in European 
courts. Ho ran from country to country, bearing mea- 
sures of congratulation and condolence, or dispatches, 
and always beat moypted couriers when matched against 

m. He never ked, but invariably ran, his only 
refreshment kasi | biscuits and ansounce of ‘rasp- 
berry syrup per day, and two short rests of ten or 
fifteen minutes each in twenty-fourhours. These rests 
he took standing, and leaning against a tree or other 
support. At such times he covered his face with a 
handkerchief and slept. After the nap he pursued 
ne way as much refreshed as though he had slept for 

ours, 


In 1836, while in the employment of the Est India 
Company, Mensen was charged with the conveyance of 
dispatches from Calcutta to Constantinople, through 

mtral Asia. The distance is 5,615 miles, which the 
messenger accomplished in fifty-nine days, or a third 
of the time made by the swiftest caravan. 

At last he was employed to discover the source of 
the Nile. Setting out from Silesia on May 11th, 1843, 
he ran to Jerusalem, and thence to Cairo, and up the 
western bank of the river into Upper Fgypt. Here, 
just outside the village of Syrang, he was seen to stop 
and rest, his face covered with a handkerchief. He 
rested so long that some persons tried to wake him 
but they tried in vain, for he was dead. He was buri 
at the foot of the tree, and it was years before his 
friends knew what fate had befallen him.
